J. Lawrence, 
Commissioner And Superintendent of the Trans-Sulioj States, 
acted os Resident and Agent to tho Governor-General in 
addition to his other duties. Mr. J. Lawrence toolc olmrge 
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again on Colonel Lawrence's departure find officiated As 
Jlcbident and Agent to the Govern or* General until relieved, on 
the flth March 18J8, by Sir F. Currie under tho designation 
■ i Kt-flidont at Lahore and Chief Oonitnmioner of the Cis- 
mtd Trana* Sutlej States. Sir F. Currie was in charge whim 
the .second Sikh War broke out in April 1843- On March 
2di:lj, ls-tfl, the Punjab was annexed ami tho Government 
passed into the hands of the Hoard of Ad minis tint ton com* 
posed of Sir H. Lawrence, Air, J, Lawrence and Air, 0. 
Hansel. 

4, Tho work done by the Assistants to tho It evident in 
the interval between the Sikh Wars and during the progress 
of the second Sikh War Is the main subjoin, of this and the 
two succeeding volumes. Thu officers with whom the 
present volume is chiefly concerned arc Captain James 
Abbott mid Major George St. P. Lawrence, two of the 
older men among the Assistants of tho day, tho former being 
ft> and the latter 43 years of age in 1847. Captain (after* 
wards Sir James* Abbott was for a long time connected with 
the Hasam District, tho head-quarters station of which 
(Abbottahad) was colled after Jus name, and died in the year 
1890. Major Lawrence, the older b rot her of Henry and 
John. Lawrence, experienced many adventures in both the 
Afghan and the Sikh Wars anil was Agent to the Governor* 
General in Hajpuf.jma during the Mutiny. He died in 
1884

1.—Journal of Captain J. Abbott, Commissi oner for the 
settlement of the Punjaub Boundaries, from the 
5th to the 19th April 1346. 

$>h April —Arrived it Kae ke pultun on the right or 
northern bank of Ihc lieyass. Learn slut the Ucwan, Adjoodhia 
i'ershaud. nnd ihc Uukshcc, Coot Nnraiii, Arc encamped at Ltadora. I 
wrote yesterday to advise them of my movements. 

6 th April .— The Lahore Commissioners above named here last 
night and have Just called upon me. They decline any definite answer 
as to the result of their enquiries regarding the limits of Moor poor \ 
hut gave me to understand that the investigation is still afoot. They 
presented me on the part of the Lahore Government with a purse of 
250 Narnic Shaee rupees, which 1 have carried *0 Account or Govern* 
ment and they sent food for my establishment and escort, Kmployed 
this day in collecting iDfornutlion, 

jth April - Moved !o Ibid poor five miles down the Hcyftss. Assem¬ 
bled nil the Native Officers and Old inhabitant I could collect and took 
their deposition.'. 

Sth April— \ again pressed Adjwdhll Pcrahaud for a distinct 
answer as to his views regarding the boundary hereabouts of Noorjumr. 
In reply lie called upon me with a native map of Noorpoor just 
constructed informing me that he had heard that Ptagunssls (Judo* 
and Khirun had nt one time belonged to the Kunhiyas, a Sikh 
principality in the Juluudhur. Ite declined producing as yet any 
evidence, and allowed that at present the report was j mere rumour, 

1 replied that I had already taken the depositions of all the Native 
Officers of Purgimuah Khirun and that it was unanimous in 
contradicting hi* suggestion that either Khirun or Undera had ever 
been alienated from NWpoor; that thdr evidence was strengthened 
by that or all the authorities hitherto tangible of neighbouring 
districts, hut that I would patiently investigate any evidence he could 
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adduce upon the other side. He evaded any distinct answer, hut said 
tie won M abide by toy decision. I begged 1dm to perfect bis chain of 
evidence and then 'ogive me intimation* 

gth Aptit i8$6 .—Took die dc position of Goorbuj. Chowdry of 
U mlora, and again examined all tlit mooquddurtiR of Khiruu ami several 
old Gnsynos, ft appears that Jyc Singh, founder of the Kttnhiyas, 
exacted tribute from many of the neighbouring principalities Including

Detram It appears to me that even had it been proved thnt Khiitin 
and Undorn hud been possfisrions of the Kuuhiyas, our claim in them 
as dependencies of the Julitndhui would still be valid, the Kunhiyas 
being a principally of that LWh, of which the seat of Government 
was at Hfltfcpaor.

Their hatred to the Sikh* was based 
Upon religious chltaum-imt, thdr horror of idol worship, of eaters of the

It may ncvenhelefls, t think, be possible gradually to disarm the 
mountaineers, when they have full assurance that arms are no longer 
nceewaty for the protection of their rights, but this supposes an atten¬ 
tion to that taw of gradual progression by which order and peace are 
produced in the natural as in the moral world; and the avoidance of 
those sudden changes which invariably produce confusion and mischief 
In either. 

If these srgiunctits be deemed of weight, I would suggest attention
